pland School District teachers have been back 

in their classrooms for weeks preparing for the 

onslaught of an expected 5,600 students 
opening day. 

Colorful alphabet posters have been hung with care 
in hopes that young children soon will be there eager to 
learn. 

While students have been sleeping in late and 
playing, teachers have been working to ensure a 
smooth first day of school with as few problems as 
possible. 

But cutting short their vacations isn’t new in the 
district. Either teachers want to do a bang-up job 
decorating their rooms or they want to have lesson 
plans ready for Sept. 9 when school bells ring at 8:15 
a.m., according to Loren Sanchez, district associate 
superintendent. 

“| think it shows a lot of enthusiasm and a great 
spirit of professionalism,” Sanchez said. ‘‘The teachers 
know they have to be ready opening day or there will be 
some problems. Returning to the classroom early, 


though, isn’t new. Teachers have done that for years.” 

Teachers aren’t required to be back in the 
classroom for orientation and preschool inservice days 
until Sept. 5 and 6, but most have already been to their 
classrooms and have completed their work. 

“I know one teacher who came in, decorated her 
room and got her plans ready — and then went off to 
Hawaii,” said Dave Bardin, Upland Elementary 
principal. 

Hustle and bustle aren’t just reserved for the first 
day of school. 

Upland Elementary recently was the site of two all- 
day workshops. District teachers participated in a 
mathematics program designed to supply them with 
new ideas to pass on to their students. 

Ann Alonzo helped organize the math workshop. 

“ve spent hours and hours and hours getting ready 
for school to start and it’s taken more than 100 hours to 
get this workshop ready,” Alonzo said. “It hasn’t been 
much of a summer vacation.” 

Bardin said 10 of 17 teachers participating in the 








math workshop were from Upland Elementary. 

“Workshops like these will be very helpful to the 
kids. These are completely voluntary and free so 
teachers can find out the newest things in math and 
science,” Bardin Said. “But getting ideas ready for the 
new year is just as important, if not more so, than 
preparing a room. Classrooms can be decorated in two 
days but these lessons can be used all year.” 

Local teachers were joined by fellow instructors 
from nine different school districts in a science 
consortium meeting, also at Upland Elementary. 

Elaine Porter, a National School District teacher 
from San Diego, said she was impressed by the Upland 
program. “l’'ve met a wonderful group of very 
interesting people and I've learned a lot of good ideas,” 
she said.

‘Tevya’ finds father’s role 
easy — he has 9 children

Von Richardson is a gentle, 
bear-like man, with a graying 
beard and gravelly voice, who 
is most recently known as 
Lazar Wolfe in the Gallery 
Theater’s production of 
“Fiddler on the Roof.” 

Richardson, an Upland 
resident, also played Tevye for 
asome of the company’s 
performances, and five of his 
children were in the production 
— two as Tevye’s daughters 
and his three sons were street 
urchins. 

Richardson joined up with 
Ontario’s Gallery Theater cast, 
shortly after moving to the 
West Valley about eight years 
ago. 

Blending in nicely with his 
theater activities is 
Richardson’s love of putting on 
accents. “Il really enjoy doing 
accents, like Jewish, Irish, 
English, and Texan,” he said. 

His love of accents, he said, 
helped him become bilingual; 
he speaks fluent Spanish. 
“When | would speak Spanish 
(in Argentina) people wouldn't 
ask me how long I'd been 
speaking Spanish, they would 
ask which province | was 
from,” Richardson said. 

“| am avery shy person,” 
Richardson said. Performing 
on stage is how he gets around 
his shyness, he said. 





When he was a teenager, 
Richardson said he would do 
anything to avoid speaking to 
people. 

“When | was younger | would 
walk up and down the aisle 
looking for something ina 
store, | could never ask 
somebody where | could find 
it,”’ he said. 

He began impersonating 
movie stars to overcome his 
performing fears. ‘“‘“When | was 
in high school, Jerry Lewis was 
popular and did comedy 
records. People said | looked 
like him,” he said. 

Richardson began 
entertaining by pantomiming 
Lewis. Being in front of people 
became easier for him because 
“it wasn’t me (when 
performing),” he said. 

He did asinging and comedy 
act for a while, accompanying 
himself on guitar, all to “cover 
up my shyness,” he said. 

Richardson devotes a lot of 
his free time to perfecting his 
Gallery performances. 

Working with the Gallery 
group is time-consuming, 
Richardson said. Rehearsals 
for the Gallery productions 
begin at least five weeks 
before the opening and are 
conducted from 7 to 10 p.m., 
Monday through Thursday. 


Richardson, who also is an 
elementary school principal, 
said some of the teachers at 
his school accused him of 


using performing in the theater 
as an escape from his children. 
“They say | have nine kids at 
home and 450 during the day, 
so no wonder | do plays!”’ 

Richardson and his wife, 
Carol, have lived in Upland for 
eight years with their nine 
children, six girls and three 
boys. 

“With six older sisters, those 
boys will never see the inside 
of a bathroom,” Richardson 
laughed. 

Richardson discovered his 
deep caring for children when 
he served as a missionary with 
the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. 

After his mission, he 
decided to discontinue his 
training as adentist and seek a 
career in the education field. 

“| decided !’d rather be 
broke, but happy,” Richardson 
said about his decision to 
change careers. He has been a 
principal for Ontario Montclair 
School District for seven years 
and will start the upcoming 
school year at Ramona 
Elementary School. 


Having a large family “is 
interesting,” Richardson said. 
But keeping up with all of their 
children’s activities, doesn’t 
seem to leave he and his wife 
much time together, he said. 

“But they (the children) help 
each other a lot, with the big 
ones heiping the little ones,”’ 
he said.

diaphragmic hernia, umbilical 
cord hernia and the abdominal 
wall defects gastroschisis and 
omphaloecele. 

The survey will be used to 
investigate further the 
suggested patterns. The 
occurances of these birth 
defects are clustering in 
suburban and rural areas rather 
than in metropolitan centers. 


This data, as well as reports 
from Atlanta and Spain, suggest 
increased susceptibility to these 
disorders in certain 
environments and seasons.

Chaffey College is slowed but 
still operating due to a personnel 
shortage, according to college 
administrators. 

The elimination of certain 
classified positions, the 
resignation or retirement of four 
administrators, and 
implementation of the 11-month 
work year which gives many 
employees the month off in 
August forced some Chaffey 
personnel to work a double load. 

“We're carrying on and still in 
some offices people are doing 
double duty. Some things don’t 
get done as quickly,” said 
Interim Superintendent Otto 
Roemmich. 

The college recently lost Don 
Sorsabal, assistant 


superintendent of business 
services; Lester Johnson, 
assistant superintendent of 
personnel services, Jesse C. 
Salas, fiscal services manager; 
and Don Snedeker, data 
processing supervisor. 


“It does make it difficult,” 
Roemmich said. ‘‘“Whenever you 
lose somebody, that means you 
have to double up on duties until 
you get someone else in there.” 


The board of trustees 
approved an agreement at a 
regular meeting recently with the 
Association of Community 
College Trustees (ACCT) for the 
services of L.A. Grandy, who is 
serving as an interim business 
manager. The district also 
contracted with ACCT to find an 
interim superintendent and to 
search for anew superintendent. 


Upland hiring person 
to look for violators 
of city regulations

Upland officials want to get rid 
of apparent code violations in 
the city. 

The city intends to hire a new 
code enforcement officer this 
week whose job it will be to 
eliminate plaguing violations 
ranging from junked cars to 
flashy signs. 

Although the city is eager to 
eliminate violations of the city’s 
building and zoning codes, 
Mayor Richard Anderson said 
officials aren’t interested in 
creating a code enforcement 
board. 

Code enforcement boards, 
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popular in many states, can be 
created in a municipality by 
state law. The boards have the 
power to review cases after 
citations have been issued and 
then levy fines. 

Anderson said since the code 
officer has the power to issue 
citations, an enforcement board 
,would add another bureaucratic 
step in the governmental 
process, which Upland doesn’t 
need. 

In the West Valley, cities have 
their code officers issue the 
citations. City attorneys then 
handle the matter in court if the 
problems aren’t corrected. 

Upland officials have spent

Upland firefighters recently 
devoted one week to honing 
their water rescue skills. 

Firefighters spent most of the 
time improving their water 
rescue techniques at the Upland 
High School pool, in case they’re 
ever called upon to aid drowning 
or injured swimmers. 

“The guys have been 
practicing their water extraction 
skills. The pool at Upland High 
became available so we decided 
to get in some practice now. It 
also provides us with practice so 
we can be prepared for one 
aspect of the department’s first 
aid recertification,” said Pete 
Bryan, division chief in charge of 
training. 

The Upland department hasn’t 
experienced a rash of pool 
accidents, but Bryan said since 
firefighters perform water 
rescues less frequently, they 
need the practice. 

“We haven’t had that many 
accidents but because water

The “China House” in Rancho 
Cucamonga was designated as a 
City Historical Landmark 
recently by the Rancho 
Cucamonga City Council. 

The house at 9591 San 
Bernardino Road was built in 
1919 and was used for several 
years as a Chinese merchants 
store and a bunkhouse for 
Chinese workers. 

By designating the house as a 
historica! landmark, the city 
council gives it new protection 
from persons changing the 
buildings exterior.

rescues aren’t normal ones, like 
in acar or building, everyone in 
the department needs to have 
their skills honed because these 
rescues aren’t done on a regular 
basis,” he said. 

All of the department’s crews 
have been receiving instruction 
on how to rescue an injured 
person in a pool and secure him 
on a back board. They also 
worked with a new type of splint 
shaped like a person’s body, 
which should make it easier to 
immobilize a victim and carry

him. 

In some cases, firefighters 
must save a drowning person 
and then administer first aid. 

“The firefighters have a lot of 
practical experience with 
rescues but most of them, 


typically, are in cars or buildings. 


Water rescues are a bit more 
tricky,”’ Bryan said. 

The Upland Fire Department 
primarily is concerned with 
accidents in pools, since no 
large bodies of water are located 
in the area, he said. 


Firefighters Larry Rhoads and 
Jim Albert, both certified in 
American Red Cross advanced 


lifesaving, served as instructors. 


The instruction, however, won't 
result in certification for 
firefighters who participated. 

Albert told six of his fellow 
firefighters the best way to save 
aconscious victim doesn’t 
involve getting in the water. 

The best method always is to 
stay out of the water and extend 
something — acushion, a 
bleach bottle or a rope — to the

victim and pull him toward the 
side of the pool. 

Most drowning people assume 
a fetal or couched position when 
they are either semi- or fully 
conscious. Others, though, may 
present a danger to a potential 
rescuer because they will thrash 
about desperately trying to find 
something, anything, to hold on 
to so they can breath, he said. 

“The best rescue is when you 
don’t have to make physical 
contact because that endangers 
you,” Albert told the firefighters

the past week interviewing 
candidates for the position.

“Erom Hand to Hand: Ancient 
Coins” is a special display 
visitors can see this summer. It 
features the Cutler Collection 
and is on loan from the Phoenix 
Art Museum.

Group W Cable has to find 
some place else in Upland fora 
proposed 70-foot-high 
microwave receiving tower, city 
planning commissioners said. 

The commission turned down 
Group W Cable’s request to 
lease a 4.9-acre portion of 
Magnolia Park to install the 
tower. 

The commission denied the 
conditional use permit request 
despite the fact the applicant 
requested before the meeting 
that consideration of the matter 
be postponed. 

Group W is looking for an 
Upland parcel to accommodate 
the tower, its eight-foot-diameter 
disc antenna and a 70-square- 
foot electronic equipment 
building. The company wanted 


to construct the facility on the 

north side of 15th Street, east of 
San Antonio Avenue, just behind 
the Magnolia Recreation Center. 

But neighborhood outcry 
apparently helped convince the 
commission Group W should 
explore another site, according 
to Upland Senior Planner Jeff 
Bloom. 

Angry residents attended the 
scheduled public hearing, armed 
with signed petitions protesting 
the move. 

Prior to the commission 
hearing, William Smith, Group W 
project coordinator, asked the 
city for a postponement so the 
company would have more time 
to research and study other site 
locations. He said further study 
was needed because of height 
limitations in open spaces in 
Upland. 

If and when the tower is built, 
it is expected to improve picture

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Deputies thrive

Known as the ‘‘old-timers,”’ 
this close-knit band of sheriff's 
deputies thrive on rappeiling 
steep cliffs to rescue an injured 
hiker. 

“Esprit de corps” is the 
phrase Deputy Richard Hahn 
uses to describe the 14-year-old 
search and rescue team from the 
West End Sheriff's substation. 
Hahn, a four-year team veteran, 
and Deputy Bill Cates, who 
joined about a year ago, said 
there is a real sense of 
camaraderie among its 10 
members. 

Teams from the West End 
station and the Fontana 
substation, which was formed 
later, hotd the distinction of 
being the only search and rescue 
groups in the county composed 
of full-time paid deputies. The 
other teams’ members are 
reserves. 

But that distinction will soon 
change. 

Budgetary considerations and 
a recent U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling regarding overtime pay are 
forcing both substations to 
replace officers on the teams 
with volunteer reserve deputies. 

The decision, known as Garcia 
vs. Antonio Metropolitan Transit 
Authority, limits the ability of 
governments to offer 
compensatory time or regular 
pay rates in lieu of overtime pay. 

“It’s an end of an era,” said Lt. 
George McCormick, who was 
one of the West Valley team’s 
original members. “I’m sad to 
see it go, but I’m also cognizant 
of the changing times.” 

West End officials are looking 
for at least 30 individuals for 
their reserve team. The team is 
expected to be ready in six to 12 
months, depending on the 
amount of training needed, said 
coordinator Sgt. Del Wiedeman. 

Applicants will undergo a 
background check, physical 
examination and an oral 
interview. The individual will be 
required to obtain the status of a 
level-three reserve, which 
includes a 40-hour basic arrest 
and firearms course, Wiedeman 
said. 

The first search and rescue 
team got its start in the summer 
of 1958 — following the tragic 
death of a young Colton boy in 
the Forest Falls area, sheriff’s 
spokesman Jim Bryant said. 

The youth, separated from his 
classmates during an outing, 
attempted to scale a rock face 
beside “Big Falls,” fell and 
landed in a pool. 

While he cried for help, 
volunteer firefighters attempted 
to reach the boy but were 
unsuccessfull because of 
inadequate equipment and 
inexperience, Bryant said. 
Darkness hindered the rescue 
efforts of a team from Norton Air 
Force Base. 








As the hours wore on, the 
boy’s cries became weaker, 
Bryant said. The Sierra Madre 
search and rescue team from 
Los Angeles County had been 
summoned but the youth froze 
to death before they could reach 
him, according to Bryant. 

As aresult, Sgt. Willard 
Farquhar, who was the Yucaipa 
sheriff's substation commander 
at the time, enlisted the aid of 
several residents in the area. 
They were sworn in as reserve 
deputies and formed the 
county’s first search and rescue 
team. 

Other teams sprang up. But 
until 1971, most of the major 
rescues in Mt. Baldy and the 
Lytle Creek area were handled by 
the volunteer search and rescue 
team from the sheriff’s Central 
Division, Wiedeman said. 

But the volunteers had full- 
time jobs and weren’t always 
available immediately, or for 
great lengths of time. 

Sheriff's officers at the West 
End substation saw a need for 
an area team composed of 
deputies who would be available 
anytime and for prolonged 
searches, Wiedeman said. 

With the “blessing” of the late 
Capt. Ed Noon, who was 
commander of the West End 
substation at the time, two 
sergeants, Robert Ault and 
Thomas Wickum developed a 
team. Ault and Wickum have 
since moved up the ranks and 
are deputy chiefs in the 
department. 

On Aug. 4, 1971, the West 
Valley’s search and rescue team 
of 10 deputies and two 
sergeants became Official. The 
Fontana team was formed in the 
mid-’70s by a deputy who 
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on rescue team work 


transferred from the West End 
substation to Fontana. 

In those early days, each 
individual on the team was 
chosen by the supervising 
officers; later by the team 
members themselves. The team 
also drew up bylaws. 

For about 11 years, there was 
no funding from the county. The 
team relied on donations and 
purchased its own equipment. 
The deputies, who volunteered 
their time, used vacation time to 
attend training seminars, 
McCormick said. 

Equipment, which has 
improved greatly, was primitive 
-- ‘a 50-foot length of rope and 
flashlights,’ McCormick said. 

Helicopters, commonplace 
nowadays, were not used in 
rescue missions then. 

“We had to carry a person out 
(of the mountains), it could take 
hours, McCormick said. ‘It was 
very brutal back then ... such a 
rugged task to get them out of 
the mountains.” 

Ault said one rescue several 
years ago stands out in the 
minds of many officers. 

It was a warm winter day in 
Mt. Baldy when two men, both 
dressed in tennis shoes and 
light clothing, rode the ski lift to 
the top of the mountain to hike 
on the trails. 

Toward evening the pair began 
to make their way back. Near 
“The Bowl” one of the men 
slipped and was stranded in the 
snow. His companion went for 
help. 

“By this time it was dark. The 
winds picked up. The snow was 
turning to ice, as it got colder,” 
Ault said. 

West Valley rescuers were 
summoned at about 9 p.m.. The 
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primary concern was reaching 
the victim before he froze to 


death, Ault said. 
“The winds were 60 to 70 mph. 


it was snowing. It was really 
treacherous,” he said. 

By the time officers got to the 
man, “he was going into the first 
stages of freezing. | think half an 
hour later, he would have frozen 
to death,” Ault said. 

Deputies bundled the man up, 
poured hot coffee down his 
throat and took him to safety — 
and to a grateful family.

“| think this was the real 
reward ... plus the team spirit,” 
Ault said. 

Today there are 23 search and 
rescue teams in the county. In 
the past two years, the groups 
have averaged 300 to 500 
rescues, said Mike Cordua, a 
sergeant in the sheriff’s 
emergency services bureau. 

Besides the West End 
substation mountaineers, there 
are teams skilled in mine shaft 
rescues and responding to 
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emergencies underwater and in 
snow and ice. 

The reserve deputies on the 
teams come from all walks of 
life, including doctors, attorneys, 
plumbers, electricians and ditch 
diggers. ‘‘You name it, we have 
them,” Cordua said. 

“| know that the county 
depends heavily on the teams,” 
Cordua said, adding that without 
the volunteers ‘‘we couldn’t 
manage it. It takes a real 
dedicated individual. They buy 
their own equipment and 
supplies.” 

The sheriff does budget 
between $15,000 and $20,000 a 
year for equipment, Cordua said. 
But over the years, several 
businesses, service clubs and 
citizens have donated equipment 
and money for supplies. 

Many of the former and 
present deputies on the West 
Valley team expressed sadness 
at the change. Some said they 
hope to use their knowledge to 
play a part in the development of 
the reserve team. 





“Looking back, | really hada 
lot of fun — learning about it, 
working with all the guys. Make 
a rescue, get a thank you. It 
makes it all worthwhile,” 
McCormick said. ‘‘It is kind of an 
elite group to belong to. There’s 
a saying in the group, ‘once 
West End, always West End’.”’ 


Expressing the sentiments of 
many officers, Deputy Russell 
Predmore said, ‘‘We’re 
immensely proud of the team. 
Nobody can pay you enough 
money to hang from the side of a 
mountain in a blizzard. ”

A paradox exists in the wine 
industry: There are more wine 
bargains than ever before, and 
yet Americans are not buying 
wine. 

This leaves industry analysts 
confused and makes winery 


owners and grape growers angry. 


With wine consumption in 
America at a virtual standstill, 
many producers soon may be 
out of business. 

Early in this decade, wine 
consumption in America was 
growing steadily at 6 percent per 
year, and there were even more 
optimistic forecasts. 

Then a recession hit the entire 
alcoholic beverage industry in 
1982, and even though the 
distilled spirits industry was hurt 
more than the wine industry, 
those who had invested so 
heavily in grapes, equipment and 
wineries began to struggle. And 
in that struggle to survive, the 
upward push of wine prices 
simply stopped. In fact, prices 
for premium wines began to 
decline. 
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A reason for that decline was 
competition: Prices for most 
French, German and especially 
Italian wines were dropping then 
because of the strength of the 
U.S. dollar. 

A perfect example is Pouilly- 
Fuisse, once the darling of the 
nouveau riche in America. 
Demand drove its price to nearly 
$20 a bottle by the early 1980s, 
although it now has dropped 
back to the under-$10 level, 
which is where it ought to be. 

Yet in spite of prices declining 
and production rising, 
Americans aren’t buying more 
wine. 

Intensified wine education 
efforts help to spur interest. 
Wine shops find they do well to 
conduct seminars at which fine 
wines are tasted. Also, wine 
cruises are popping up, giving 
captive audiences a chance to 
enjoy excellent wines. And more 
and more restaurants are 
featuring premium wine by the 
glass, which encourages people 
to try more wines. 


And still wine sales are flat. 
Yet the wines are better than 
ever.

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Like an artist putting the 
finishing touches ona 
masterpiece before the critics 
enter the gallery, Rancho 
Cucamonga school maintenance 
workers are rushing from campus 
to campus this week preparing for 
the start of school. 

“It’s the busiest time of the 
year for us, getting ready for the 
students to come back,” said 
Philip Gomez, a maintenance 
worker for the Cucamonga School 
District. 

With school starting in the 
various school district either on 
Monday or Tuesday, there are 
lightbulbs to replace, chairs to 
fix, walls to paint, carpet to relay, 
roofing to install, buses to wash, 
grass to mow, tiles to lay and air 
conditioners to repair. 

“There are always a lot of little 
things,” said Gomez’s boss, Jess 
Del Rio. 

Chaffey Union High School 
District’s building and grounds 
superintendent said the end of 
summer vacation is the 
culmination of the whole 
summer’s work. 

“The whole summer’s busy but 
the last couple of weeks are 
hectic because we’re wrapping up 
the work,” said Jack Lunquist. 
“During the summer we can get 
into the rooms when the students 
aren’t there.”’ 

The Chaffey Joint Union High 
School District, which has high 
schools in Rancho Cucamonga, 
Upland, Montclair and Ontario, 
budgeted approximately $400,000 
in state funds for deferred 
maintenance such as painting 
and reroofing this year and 
another $300,000 for capital 
improvements. 

The capital improvements over 
the summer included the 
installation of three portable 
classrooms at Etiwanda High 
School rearranging the 
counseling rooms at Alta Loma, 
Etiwanda, Montclair and Ontario 
high schools and the remodeling 
of three classrooms at Alta Loma 
and Ontario high schools, 
changing them into science labs, 
Lunquist said. 

With temperatures having 
broken 100 several times in 
recent weeks, one of the most 
noticable projects for students 
will be those to make sure the air 
conditioning works in the 
classrooms. 

In the high school district, 
there are projects to inspect and 
repair the air conditioning units at 
all of the schools and to add units 
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Preparing for School 


in some of the rooms, Lunquist 
said. 

Del Rio said his district is 
installing 14 new air conditioners 
at Cucamonga Elementary School 
to make the temperature in 
classrooms a little more 
comfortable. 

He said the maintenance 
people usually stay busy through 
the first couple of weeks of 
school to make sure the air 
conditioners continue working 
under actual classroom 
conditions. 

Out in the bus barn, the drivers 
began returning this week to 
wash and check out their buses. 
The transportation supervisors 
were also scheduled to finish the 
bus maps for each driver and take 
the driver out on the road for 
familiarization with the route, Del 
Rio said. 

Lavonne Glover, the 
transportation director of the 
Central School District, said the 
last of the district’s five buses are 
coming in this week from San 
Bernardino. 

Check lists were being 
reviewed for the Cucamonga 
district’s four buses as well. 

School starts Monday for the 
Central, Etiwanda and Alta Loma 
school districts and on Tuesday 
for the Cucamonga and Chaffey 
school districts.

Q. Our children want to give 
us a dachshund as a gift for our 
wedding anniversary. 

We have heard that 
dachshunds are very susceptible 
to back problems. We would like 
to have the dog as a companion, 
but do not want to get attached 
to a pet that will suffer a lot. 
Also, we would be unable to pay 
for surgery or extensive 
treatment since we are retired. 

What is your advice? 

A. Accepting a pet is a large 
responsibility. You are to be 
commended for considering 
possible problems rather than 
just accepting a free puppy. 

Unfortunately, back problems 
are relatively common in 
dachshunds, English bulldogs, 
Pekingese, French bulldogs, 
pugs, cocker spaniels, basset 
hounds, beagles, boxers and bull 
mastiffs. The dachshund is the 
breed most often affected, with 
the risk of occurrence estimated 
at approximately. 10 times 
greater than for all other breeds 
combined. 

About 20 percent of all 
dachshunds experience back 
problems at some time during 
their lives. The peak age at 
which back problems occur is 
between 3 and 6 years of age. 

The most common form of 
back disease in dogs is 
intervertebral disc disease. 
Between each two vertebrae 
(bones of the spinal column) is 
an intervertebral disc. These 
discs have the function of 
absorbing shock and allowing 
movement of the spinal column. 

Each intervertebral disc has an 
inner soft center and an outer 
fibrous capsule. With age and 
degenerative disease, the discs | 
dehydrate and lose elasticity and 
can, as aresult, rupture or 
protrude into the spinal cord, 
where they cause pain and loss 
of function. 

Signs of intervertebral disc 
disease vary with the exact 
location and degree of rupture of 
the disc. Disease in the neck 
region results in stiff neck, pain 
and sometimes front leg 
lameness. Disease in the lower 
back causes rear leg lameness 
or paralysis and sometimes loss 
of control of the bladder and 
rectum. 

Most veterinarians diagnose 
intervertebral disc disease by 
evaluation of the history of the 
signs, observing the signs and 
reading radiographs of the back.

A 44-cent airmail stamp 
honoring Junipero Serra will be 
released Aug. 22 at STaMpshow 
85, the 99th annual meeting of 
the American Philatelic Society 
and the largest annual stamp 
exhibition in the United States, 
meeting in San Diego through 
Aug. 25. 

The denomination — 44 cents 
— represents the postage for 
sending an airmail leter 
anywhere in the world, except 
Canada, Mexico and some areas 
of Central and South America, 
the Caribbean and the Pacific. 

Junipero Serra, born on the 
Spanish island of Mallorca in 
1713, was aman of vision, 
compassion and indomitable 
energy. In 1750, he traveled to 
Mexico with a group of 
Franciscan friars and worked for 
nine years among the Indians of 
the Sierra Gorda. 

He later accompanied Spanish 
explorer Gaspar de Portola on an 
expedition northward along the 
California coast. On July 16, 
1769, he founded a mission at 
what is now San Diego. Over the 
next 15 years, eight more 
missions were founded along 
the coast of California, forming a 
base for the successful 
settlement of the region. 
Eventually 21 missions were 
established, ail linked by El 
Camino Real — The Royal Road. 

Serra was respected as a 
leader by the friars, settlers and

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No more kill-crazy movies for Charlie Sheen

MONTREAL — Charlie 
Sheen says he doesn’t want to 
make another movie like “The 
Boys Next Door,” his picture 
entered in competition at the 
Montreal International Film 
Festival. 

And Charlie’s well-wishers 
wouldn’t want him to either. 

It’s not that ‘The Boys Next 
Door” is such a bad picture. 
It’s that it’s such an 
extraordinarily violent one. 

And after “Red Dawn,” 
another of young Sheen’s films 
also replete with bloody action, 
it’s time for a change. 

How about a romantic 
comedy for Charlie? How 
about anything other than a 
gore-soaked melodrama? 

Catalog for the Montreal 
Festival says “The Boys Next 
Door” has a “story right out of 
today’s headlines.” 

“C’est possible,” as they say 
in Montreal. 


But Charlie says, “The film 
certainly doesn’t present a 
slice of life. If it did, there 
wouldn’t be anybody alive in 
Los Angeles.” 

In the movie, Charlie and his 
best friend go to Los Angeles 
for a couple of days for a little 
fun before settling down in 
boring jobs in the real world. 

The little fun turns into a 
rampage of killing. 

Charlie describes the picture 
as “like ‘Badlands’ without the 
girl.” 

That’s a good phrase but not 
an apt description. 

“Badlands” is a movie which 
starred Charlie’s dad, Martin 
Sheen, and Cissy Spacek 
before either was famous. 

Remarkably well done, it’s 
developed a cult following and 
should be re-released. 

In “Badlands,” the senior 
Sheen played a young man 
without a conscience but with 
some practical incentive for his 
violence. 

By contrast, the killings in 
“The Boys Next Door” are 


mindless and unpredictable. 

Actually, Charlie’s role in the 
Film Festival contender is 
something like one his father 
essayed in “The Incident,” a 
picture wherein two brutal 
thugs took over a subway Car. 

Sheen as the more rational 
of the two was also the more 
sympathetic just as his son is 
in “The Boys Next Door.” 

Martin Sheen, after playing a 
variety of gore-stained 
characters, says he won’t take 
another violent role unless, 
perhaps, it were Hamlet or 
MacBeth. 

“My father doesn’t like to 
see himself killing people on 
screen,” Charlie explains. 

But the son has a different 
reason for not wanting to make 
another film like “The Boys 
Next Door.” 

“This is something I’ve 
already explored,” he says. 
“Someday | might want to 
make another film like this, but 
now I'd like to try something 
different.” 

His role in the Festival entry 


was difficujt, Charlie 
continues, because the 
character was so totally unlike 
himself. 

“There’s a part of yourself in 
every character you play,” he 
says, ‘‘and you have to look for 
those elements in order to do 
the job. 

“But | was almost totally 
removed from this one. 

“A sense of humor is about 
the only thing we had in 
common. Though he did have 
some compassion after all 
which is something | think | 
have.”

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Builder’s fee imposed on new

Etiwanda School District 
trustees decided last week to 
impose a builder’s fee on all new 
homes to pay for additional 
classrooms. 

The decision to levy a $2,800 
fee per new dwelling followed 
six months of futile negotiations 
with developers. 

The small district of about 800 
students is currently at capacity 
and is expected to jump to 8,350 
students by the 1990-91 school 
year as a result of new housing 
developments in the district. 

“I consider it to bea 
bottomline figure ... | would not 
like to downgrade our schools,”’ 
said Superintendent Carleton P. 
Lightfoot about the fee. 

He told trustees that the 
figure, which does not include 
land acquisitions costs, might 
need to be changed as a result 
of increased construction costs 
or an increased number of 
students generated per dwelling.

The board will review the fee 
every six months for possible 
adjustments. 

Lightfoot also advised the 
board to own rather than lease 
school sites. The board 
reiterated its offer of last week 
to trade 4.5 acres on Rochester 
Avenue for 4.5 acres the William 
Lyon Co. owns in its Victoria 
housing project; and another 5.5 
acres at the same site for the 
same amount of land within the 
Marlborough Development 
Corp.’s project in eastern 
Rancho Cucamonga.

The offer included the 
stipulation that the lease could 
be renewed for two years in 1988 
if the district had not yet 
purchased the land at current 
market value but was showing 
an honest attempt to do so. 

Furthermore, the Lyon Co. 
would make $200,000 in site 
improvements, which would be 
added to the land cost to be paid 
by the district, or subtracted 
from the company’s future 
builder’s fees.

“I’m opposed to leasing any 
land from anybody,” said trustee 
David Long. 

The board also expressed 
reluctance to enter into an 
interim agreement regarding the 
105 homes, citing the possibility 
of similar requests by 
developers of small projects. 

‘If we approve yours and we 
don’t approve theirs, we’re not 
going to be fair. We’re going to 
be fair,” said board President 
Jerry Bredlau. 

“If you people think you can 
build a school for less than 
$2,800 (per dwelling) than we can 
talk about that,” Bredlau added. 

“We’re only touching the tip of 
the iceberg with what we’re 
talking about with you,” Long 
said to Ford.

A service of 
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the Spanish government and 
revered by the Indians as a loyal 
and trustworthy friend. He died 
at his headquarters, Mission San 
Carlos Borromeo, Aug. 28, 1784. 

By 1783, the missions were 
producing an annual harvest of 
over 30,000 bushels of grain and 
vegetables and their workshops 
furnished the necessities of a 
civilized life. 


When Mexico gained its 
independence from Spain in 
1833, the missions were closed 
and the California mission era 
came to an end. Lasting a 
relatively brief 65 years, it 
nevertheless was a period of far- 
reaching and enduring impact, 
witnessing the birth of farming 
and industry in California. Today 
you will find over 60 percent of 
the state’s population in the 
areas surrounding the Spanish 
missions, which remain popular 
tourist attractions. 


Designed by Richard Schlect, 
the multicolor stamp was based 
on astamp issued by Spain’s 
postal administration in 1984, 
honoring Serra. A portrait of the 
missionary is centered between 
an outline of the Southern 
California coastline and Baja 
Peninsula on the left and the 
facade of Mission San Gabriel on 
the right. (Mission San Gabriel 
also was pictured on the 
Spanish stamp.) Across the top 
of the stamp appears ““Junipero 
Serra” in two lines on the left 
and “US Airmail” on the right 
with “44” appearing in the 
bottom right corner, all in black.

The latest figures | have show 
that Americans bought 
15,800,000 cameras in 1984. And 
we used those 15 million plus 
cameras to take 12 billion 
pictures. All that photographic 
activity — equipment, services 
and supplies — cost us over $8.5 
billion. 

As you can well imagine, 
anyone who can begin to capture 
a significant percentage of an $8 
billion market will have to be out 
looking for adding machines 
capable of handling 10-digit 
numbers. 

Since just about all the major 
photographic products are 
manufactured outside the United 
States, most of the original 
equipment manufacturers either 
have set up their own 
distribution companies or rely on 
the distribution prowess of well- 
established domestic 
distributors. 

One of the major distributors 
of photographic equipment and 
supplies is the group of Berkey 
Marketing Cos. And if that fact 
weren’t clear before receiving 
their press releases, afterward 
there would be no doubt. My 
sympathies to the postal delivery 
people who have to carry 
Berkey’s 4 pounds of 
promotional material to photo 
writers across the country. 

Page through this data file 
with me and together we'll 
discover just what the Berkey 
people do to keep the picture- 
taking market competitive. 

First of all, Berkey is the 
domestic distributor for Rollei 
products. Twenty years or so 
ago, when there were far fewer 
camera choices for the 
consumer, Rolleis were 
everywhere. Everyone who 
wanted to be anything in 
photography had a battery of 
twin-lens Rolleiflex cameras. 

As the medium-format 
cameras lost ground to lighter, 
easier to handle 35mm units, 
Rolleis seemed to fade away. 
Apparently the folks at Rollei 
weren't ready to become a part 
of photographic history. They 
hung in, designing new cameras, 
building new lenses — and 
overall, keeping their product in 
tune with the current 
technological advances. 

Today, Rollei has a35 mm 
camera — known as the 
Rolleiflex 3003 — with 
interchangeable magazines 
(unique to 35mm cameras), a 
dual viewfinder system and built- 
in motor drive. Sure, a whole 
bunch of Zeiss bayonet-mount 
lenses are available to meet your 
day-to-day picture-taking 
requirements. The camera looks 
more like a medium-format 
camera, but don’t let that bother 
you — the stuff inside is what 
you'd expect from the precision- 
working elves in the Black 

Forest. 

What else from Berkey? OK, 






how about Tasco binoculars, 
telescopes and microscopes, or 
Omega darkroom equipment? 
When | learned photography in 
the service 30 years ago, our 
darkroom was equipped with 
Omega enlargers. This year, 
Omega is celebrating its 50th 
anniversary. For a $25 fee (50 
cents a year) the company will 
service and/or repair for the next 
50 years all C760 enlargers sold 
and registered in 1985. A clever 
promotion. 

Of course you’ve heard of 
Mamiya — Berkey handles them, 
too. Mamiya faltered a bit with 
their line some months ago, but 
apparently things have 
straightened out and the factory 
is in full production again, 
manufacturing medium-format 
cameras as well as providing full 
warranty and non-warranty 
service. 

Many of the large format 
photographers will swear by 
their Rodenstock lenses. You 
guessed it; another Berkey 
product line. 

Rushing on — and we need to 
do that or the list won’t fit in this 
column — there’s 3M’s Scotch 
videocassettes and audio 
cassettes as well as floppy disks 
and disk-drive head-cleaning 
kits. Then there are Gemini 
Industries’ video accessories — 
cables, connectors and adaptors 
— items needed to connect, 
improve or expand a home video 
system. 

And speaking of video 
systems, Berkey also markets 
General Electric’s VHS 
camcorder to video line-up along 
with the GE videocassette 
player. 

By this time you'd think the 
salespeople would begin to get 
confused, but don’t leave yet. 
There’s the Homeminder system 
for controlling lights, appliances, 
heating, cooling and storing 
messages. 

The Sigma lens line is another 
Berkey offering as are Sunpak 
strobe lights. 

| don’t know what these 
people will be offering next, but 
they’ve managed to accumulate 
some pretty good stuff so far.

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Forget the meat; does wine go with vegetables?

Everyone seems to be talking 
about what wine goes with what 
food, and as a standard 
response | address the question 
in relation to the main dish. 

_ That is, the question usually 
arises, “What does Chardonnay 
go with?” and | can give some 
general symbiotic matchups. 

Never, however, has the 
question arisen: “Does the wine 
chosen for a particular main dish 
go with the vegetable that will be 
served with that main dish?” 

Now, admittedly, this 
argument is a bit precious. Who 
really cares whether a 
Chardonnay chosen to match 
with the lobster will also match 
with the tomato rougail that is 
served with it? 

In fact, when this was 
mentioned to me, my first 
reaction was just that: Who 
cares? 

But then | began to think 


about it. And the concern should 
be a legitimate one. 

First of all, most people know 
that wine does not usually marry 
very well with salads, especially 
tossed green salads with oil-and- 
vinegar dressings. The reason is 
the vinegar, which is so acidic 
that it changes the taste of the 
wine, making it relatively 
unpleasant. 

By the same logic, any 
vegetable dish in which vinegar 
is a strong component will not 
make the wine taste very good, 
and if that dish is on the same 
plate with a fine main dish, the 
entire experience is going to be 
jarring. 

For that reason, most people 
serve vegetables these days 
steamed, lightly sauteed or with 
a light butter and/or cream 
sauce. — 

But as our society moves 
toward ever-lighter styles of 
food, it is clear that some people 
are serving vegetable 
preparations as the main dishes. 
| love vegetarian cooking 


because of its freshness and its 
use of interesting spices, many 
of which are never seen.in most 
homes (spices like fenugreek 
and French tarragon and lemon 
thyme). 

When green vegetables are 
used as a main course, without 
any sweetening added, my 
favorite wine with them is 
Sauvignon Blanc or Fume Blanc. 
The slightly green taste usually 
matches well with vegetables. 

Among those that annually 
offer good varietal intensity are 
from Kenwood, Robert Mondavi, 
Beringer, Chateau St. Jean, 
Silverado, Zaca Mesa, Phelps, 
Girard and San Pasqual. The 
1983 San Pasqual wine in 
particular is a spectacular 
offering, the best wine maker 
Kerry Damskey has made. 

When the dish in question 
offers more herbal intensity, 
choose a wine that has more 
intensity of herbal flavor. In 
particular, for example, pasta 
primavera is normally more 
assertive, and in that and similar 


Selection of site for R.C. 
central post office delayed 


The selection of a site for 
Rancho Cucamonga’s central 
post office has been postponed 
until after Sept. 15 to allow 
property owners to make 
additional offers. 

The second period during 
which offers were accepted was 
to have ended last week, but 
additional property owners near 
the center of the city have 
expressed interest in submitting 
proposals, according to Frank 
DeFazio, the real estate 
administrator for the postal 
service. 

The site selection was 
secheduled to have been 
completed by today. 
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Postal officials originally had 
selected a site fronting on Haven 
Avenue near Foothill Boulevard 
in the area targeted for 
development as Rancho 
Cucamonga’s new downtown. 

But city officials vetoed the 
site in July, saying they did not 
want a distribution center with 
the large traffic of mail 
deliverers to be located on what 
will be a major downtown street. 

Postal officials resumed their 
search for other properties near 
the downtown but off of a major 
street. 

Postal officials need a site 
capable of holding a 34,791- 
square-foot building because 
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Rancho Cucamonga’s mail 
carriers will be moved to the site 
from their current workplace at 
the main Ontario Post Office. 


The officials are looking at 
sites in an area bounded by Base 
Line Road on the north, Eighth 
Street on the south, Rochester 
Avenue on the east and 
Archibald Avenue on the west.
